STEVE HERMANS 
1950-2004 


The 2004 Detroit Lions Media Guide is dedicated to Steve Hermans, who passed away June 19, 
2004. Both a long-time colleague and friend, Hermans, 54, was the Lions “Eye in the Sky” for over 25 
years as the team’s video director. 

Hermans completed his 26” season with the club in 2003. He was responsible for overseeing a 
wide ranging and ever-expanding list of video responsibilities for the coaching staff and player personnel 
department, as well as any other video needs the organization threw his way. 

He supervised a major change during the 2000 season in the way the Lions processed, evaluated 
and distributed practice and game videotape. The process is sow almost entirely digital (using the 
PINNACLE system) with compatible computers and monitors, erabling coaches, players and front 
office personnel the ability to splice, view and monitor the same footage using “v-mail” off each individual 


monitor. The new process paralleled Hermans’ spearheading of the Lions’ effort in 1986 when the 

NFL switched from an all-film operation to videotape. 
Prior to being hired by former Head Coach Monte Clark in 1978, Hermans was assistant photo director at WBAY-TV in his 
native Green Bay, Wisc., from 1968-77. His contact with football began at WBAY when he processed, edited and printed 


game films for the Packers. 


Hermans is survived by his wife, Rosann, and three sons, Craig, Chad and Keith.

He became a club director in 
1956 and was asked by then- 
Lions’ President Edwin J. (Andy) 
Anderson to become the Lions’ 
president in 1961, 

In November 1963, Mr. Ford 
purchased the team outright for 
$4.5 million and officially took over 
the club January 10, 1964.

He later served on the industrial relations 
staff where he was a member of the 
committee that negotiated the historic 
1949 contract with the UAW-CIO. 

Mr. Ford is Chairman Emeritus of the Board of 
Trustees of The Henry Ford in Dearbom, Michigan. 
Heis an Honorary Life Trustee of the Eisenhower 
Medical Center, and serves asa National Trustee 
of Boys’ and Girls’ Clubs of America and Honorary 
Chair of the United Way Community Services.

Association and is on the Texas Heart Institute 
National Advisory Council.

Ford's personal pride in Ford 
Motor Company was especially 
evidentin 2003 as the automaker 
celebrated the company’s first 
100 years. 

Since the decision was made 
to move to downtown Detroit, 
Ford also wanted to provide a 
world-class practice facility to 
complement the team’s stadium 
project. The $36 million Allen 
Park facility, which opened April 
2002, has been identified as the 
best facility in the NFL. Its 
expansive football facilities 
including an indoor practice 
facllity with a regulation-size field, 
provide the ideal training center 
for NFL players and coaches. 
With added features, such as its 
own broadcast studio, the new 
headquarters will maintain 
auxiliary business growth. 

Besides developing new 
homes for the team to practice 
and play, Ford also played a vital 
role in Detroit's bid forits second 
Super Bow! as the league 
officially announced, November 
1, 2000, Ford Field the site of 
Super Bowl XL, to be played 
February 5, 2006, 

Ford Field will also play host to 
the NCAA Men's Basketball Final 
Four in 2009, along with first and 
second round action in 2008. 

In Ford's nine years in his 
current role, he has made a 
remarkable and far-reaching 
impact, as the organization has 
taken major steps forward on 
several fronts, In addition to the 
new stadium and practice facility, 
under Ford's guidance the Lions have 
launched one of the industry's most 
aggressive marketing campaigns, which 
currently centers on enhanced revenue 
streams derived primarily from Ford Field. 

Over the past five years, the Lions have 
teached major achievements in ticket sales. 
In 1999, the team instituted a new ticket sales 
Policy, including the introduction of the largest 
“Family Section” in the NFL that is now a part 
of the Ford Field experience, In 2001, Detroit 
established a new record for season tickets 
sales, And for the first time in team history, 
the Lions initiated a waiting list for season 
tickets after they sold out in February 2002. In 
the both years at Ford Field, every Lions’ home 
game, including both preseason contests, 
were sold out and televised locally in the 
Detroit Metro broadcast area. 

Through Ford's support, the Detroit Lions 
began a collaborative effort with Detroit Public 
Schools and Communities in Schools of 
Detroit to open the Detroit Lions Academy. The 
new school offers an alternative school 
environment for approximately 130 sixth, 
seventh and eighth grade students. He has 


been a significant supporter of the team’s 
involvement in a wide array of community 
programs, such as sponsoring Detroit PAL 
youth football program, and the continued 
development of Detroit Lions Charities, whi 
has awarded more than $2.75 million in tot 
donations in its 14-year history.

With a paramount desire to steer the Lions’ 
franchise in a new direction and rise among 
the NFL's top-tiered teams, Lions Chairman 
and Owner William Clay Ford appointed Matt 
Millen to the position of president and CEO 
January 9, 2001, Millen, who begins his fourth 
year, assumed full control over the team’s 
football operations and has been forging his 
knowledge and attitude about the game into 
the team’s development since he began 
directing day-to-day operations of the 
organization. 

Since Millen’s arrival, he has re-structured 
the organization to have a positive impact on 
the team’s strive to claim a Super Bowl crown. 
'n 2003, he continued to improve the direction 
of the organization when he landed Steve 
Mariucci, who guided the San Francisco 49ers 
to four 10-win seasons in six years at the helm, 
as the Lions’ new head coach. 

During his tenure, Millen has directed four 
successful drafts that are developing into 
pillars of strength for future success. In his first 
year, the Lions selected tackle Jeff Backus, 
center Dominic Raiola and defensive tackle 
Shaun Rogers. The following year, the Lions 
looked to solidify the quarterback position as 
they drafted Joey Harrington with the third 
overall pick, The team also picked defensive 
end Kalimba Edwards, cornerback André 
Goodman, and cornerback Chris Cash in 
2002. Millen then chose wide receiver Charles 
Rogers in 2003 to immediately impact the 
offense. He also increased team speed on 
defense by taking linebacker Boss Bailey in 
the second round, and followed that pick by 
adding depth to the defense by adding 
defensive end Cory Redding and safety 
Terrence Holt, This past April, the Lions were 
at the head of the draft class when they 
selected wide receiver Roy Williams and 
funning back Kevin Jones in the first round 
and followed that by drafting linebacker Teddy 
Lehman with their second round pick. 

In fact, both the 2003 and 2004 draft classes 
have been universally acclaimed by several 
national media outlets as tops in the NFL. 
Sporting News has rated both the 2003 and 
2004 classes first in the league. 

Millen has made considerable progress in 
free agency. The Lions’ defense was boosted 


in 2003 when the team landed unrestricted 
free agent cornerback Dré Bly, who played in 
two Super Bowls with the St. Louis Rams, 
within the first 36 hours of free agency. Bly 
paid immediate dividends by earning a starting 
fod in the Pro Bowl. 

The early days of free agency that year did 
Not turn out to be the only successful period 
for the Lions. In August, the Lions acquired 
free agent defensive tackle Dan Wilkinson. 
who immediately combined with Shaun 
Rogers to be one of the most formidable 
tandems in the NFL. 

This past off-season also proved to be fruitful 
as the team signed unrestricted free agent 
guard Damien Woody, who earned two Pro 
Bowl selections while with New England, as 
well as cornerback Fernando Bryant, safety 
Brock Marion and wide receiver Tai Streets. 

Millen made his mark in the National Football 
League as he enjoyed a distinguished 12-year 
playing career at linebacker playing for three 
franchises - Oakland/Los Angeles Raiders 
(1980-88), San Francisco 49ers (1989-90) and 
Washington Redskins (1991). He retired 
following the ‘91 season as the only player in 
NFL history to eam four Super Bow! rings with 
three different teams (Super Bowls XV and 
XVIIL while with the Raiders, Super Bowl XXIV 
with San Francisco and Super Bowl XXVI with 
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Washington), and he helped bring 
championships to four different cities. 

He originally was a second-round selection 
of the Raiders from Penn State in the 1980 
NFL Draft and made his lone trip to the Pro 
Bowl following the 1988 season. While at Penn 
State, the Hokendauqua, Pa., native was a 
three-year starter and eared first-team All- 
America honors as a junior in 1979. 

Upon retirement from the NFL, Millen made 
the transition from the playing field to the 
broadcast booth as a game analyst for CBS 
and FOX television. The last six years of that 
Span were spent with veteran play-by-play 
man Dick Stockton. His work with the NFL 
television networks was highly regarded 
among his broadcast peers, as well as, 
personnel around the league. Millen also was 
a member of the CBS Radio Monday Night 
crew from 1997-00 that served as the national 
voice for the NFC Championship game and 
the Super Bowl. Along with his television and 
radio responsibilities, Millen co-hosted a 
weekly radio show syndicated nationally for 
the NFL Players Association.

facility. 

An extremely talented, creative and 
aggressive businessman, Lewand has held a 
myriad of positions and responsibilities within 
the front office during his tenure with the Lions 
organization, most recently as executive vice 
president and chief operating officer of Detroit 
Lions Properties, LLC and vice president of 
salary cap. Over the past several years, 
Lewand's efforts were split between the team’s 
salary cap and the construction of the Lions 
new home, Ford Field. 

Under Lewand's guidance and direction, 
Ford Field has become the crown jewel of 
downtown Detroit, and has become a 
comerstone in the city’s urban renewal and 
revitalization efforts. The facility opened to rave 
reviews, with the publisher of the Detroit Free 
Press stating that Ford Field “tells [Detroiter] 
who we are and suggests what we can be. 
Now it's up to the rest of us to create a 
downtown and a city that matches the vision 
Ford Field realizes.”

The ability to generate an about-face 
turnaround is essential while building a 
successful organization and is a commodity 
of Steve Mariucci’s that has prevailed 
throughout his career as a football coach and 
college football player. 

Mariucci’s penchant for transforming 
Struggling situations into programs of 
success has been evident thus far in his 
coaching tenure with the Lions, as he 
continues to pour the foundation to 
accomplish the same in Detroit that he did 
in his previous stops. 

One of the first steps to building a winner in 
the NFL involves establishing home field 
advantage, and Mariucci did just that last year 
as the Lions compiled a 5-3 record at Ford 
Field during his first season as head coach in 
Detroit. The 5-3 mark was the best home field 
fecord by the Lions since 1999, 

His first season in Detroit was highlighted 
by the additions and improvements of 
several key players. On defense, cornerback 
Ore Bly was the only player in the league to 
be selected to the Pro Bow! who was signed 
as an unrestricted free agent last year, Along 
with Bly on defense, the Lions added young 
players with bright futures, including outside 
linebacker Boss Bailey, defensive linemen 
Cory Redding and safety Terrence Holt. Up 
front, Shaun Rogers continued to develop 
into a force at defensive tackle, earning an 
alternate Pro Bowl nod, and he was joined 
in the middle with free agent acquisition Dan 
Wilkinson. 

On offense, second-year quarterback Joey 
Harrington continued to improve as the 
Lions’ signal caller. Among first or second- 
year quarterbacks, Harrington was the 
leader in touchdown passes, passing yards, 
completions and attempts. Of those 
quarterbacks, he was the only player to start 
and play in every game. Harrington's 17 
touchdown tosses were the most by a Lions’ 
quarterback since 1997. 

Fullback Cory Schlesinger earned an 
alternate Pro Bowl nod for the second 
straight year, and the offensive line began 
to solidify with the strong play of three young 
players: left tackle Jeff Backus, right tackle 
Stockar McDougle and center Dominic 
Raiola. The team also added wide receiver 
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STEVE MARIUCCI

Charles Rogers, the second overall pick in 
the 2003 NFL draft, who played well in the 
first five games of the season before being 
sidelined with a collarbone injury. 

This past off-season also proved to be 
quite productive for Mariucci and the Lions, 
as they continued building the team’s 
core around players in the primes of 
their careers and young talent with 
speed and playmaking abilities, In free 
agency, Pro Bow! guard Damien Woody 
was signed to progress the 
improvement of the offensive line unit. 
The defensive backfield was 
strengthened with additions of two 
starters, cornerback Fernando Bryant 
and safety Brock Marion. And Tai 
Streets was acquired to upgrade the 
team’s corps of wide receivers. 

In April, the Lions amassed a draft class 
that was considered one of the best in the 
entire NFL by several national media outlets, 
In the first round, the team traded down one 
position and picked wide receiver Roy 
Williams with the seventh overall pick. By 
trading down and capturing an additional 
second round pick, the Lions then traded 
back into the first round to take running back 
Kevin Jones. Williams and Jones, who many 
considered to be the top prospect at each of 
their positions, will add speed and play- 
making ability to the offense. The Lions then 
selected one of the best linebackers in the 
draft in Teddy Lehman, who will also add 
speed to the team’s defense. 

The development of current players, 
valuable additions in free agency, and key 
selections in the past two drafts are 
combining with Mariucci's guidance to 
assemble a winner in Detroit. 

In previous roles, Mariucci proved his 
leadership as a coach by navigating the 
49ers’ organization through salary-cap 
felated struggles and returning it to a winner, 
by taking the University of California to a 
bowl game, and, as a player, by 
commanding Northern Michigan University 
from a winless college football program to a 
national championship as a standout 
quarterback. 

Following seven seasons as a head coach 
in the NFL, Mariucci’s overall record stands 
at 65-54 (.546), with a 62-50 (.555) regular 
season mark. Four times during a six-year 
span in San Francisco his teams clinched 
playoff berths (1997, 1998, 2001 and 2002), 
twice claimed division titles (1998 and 2002) 
and once reached the NFC Championship 
game (1997). During his coaching career, 
Mariucci's teams have compiled an overall 
home record of 43-17 (.717) 
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Signs of achievement also appear in the 
form of Pro Bowl selections by players under 
Mariucci. During his head coaching career, 
28 players have been selected to play in the 
NFL's annual all-star game, including Bly last 
year. 

Aremarkable result derived from his coaching 
and leadership traits occurred in San Francisco 
when the team struggled through a harsh salary 
Cap environment and re-joined the platform 
thal staged the NFC elite teams. Simply stated, 
the 49ers went from the top to near the bottom 
and to the top again between 1997-02. Mariucci 
{ook over in San Francisco with a veteran-laden 
squad that included future hall-of-famers such 
as wide receiver Jerry Rice and quarterback 
Steve Young. He maintained their success by 
winning 25 out of 32 games (13-3 in 1997 and 
12-4 in 1998) in his first two seasons, The 
organization then faced serious salary cap 
issues and was forced to turn over the roster at 
an unprecedented level for a period of time. 
After forging through two atypical but foreseen 
down seasons (four wins in 1999 and six wins 
in 2000), he put the 49ers back into contention 
with two straight playoff appearances with a 
12-4 record in 2001 and an NFC West 
title with a 10-6 record in 2002.

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San Francisco was one of five teams 
to put together back-to-back 10-win 
seasons in 2001 and 2002, and the 
49ers were one of four teams to win 22- 
or-more games in those two seasons. 
Mariucci's positive guidance directed 
this unusual up-down-then back up 
again ride by the 49ers. 

‘The year that perhaps best exemplifies 
Mariucci’s ability to rise to the top was 2001 
That season his club went from salary cap 
sufferers to NFC contenders. The transition 
years of 1999 and 2000 changed the face 
of the team to younger talent at quarterback, 
wide receiver and on defense. For example, 
Mariucci was forced to start as many as 
seven defensive rookies, including five at 
one time, in 2000, The 49ers went from 6- 
10 in 2000 and jumped to 12-4 the next 
season. The rather young 2001 squad was 
Mariucci's third 12-win team in five years and 
were led by six Pro Bowl selections, 
including quarterback Jeff Garcia, defensive 
tackle Bryant Young, guard Ray Brown 
(started for Detroit in 2002-03), center 
Jeremy Newberry, wide receiver Terrell 
Owens and running back Garrison Hearst. 
Hearst earned Comeback-Player-of-the- 
Year honors by gaining 1,206 rushing yards 
and four touchdowns after recovering from 
a career-threatening two-year ankle injury. 

Mariucci’s West Coast offenses 
engineered high-powered production during 
his stint in the Bay Area. From 1997-02, San 
Francisco ranked third in the NFL in total 
offense with a combined clip of 361.7 yards 
per game, behind only St. Louis (364.2) 
and Minnesota (362.0). In those six 


seasons, Mariucci’s squads averaged 
24.1 points per game and ranked in the 
top 10 five times (1998-02) in total 
offense. The 49ers’ rushing attack 
gained the third-most yards (134.3 
yards per game) of all NFL teams behind 
only Pittsburgh (142.1) and Denver (137.1). 
From 1998-02, San Francisco (370.1 yards 
per game) ranked second to St, Louis 
(377.6) in total offense, second in rushing 
(136.6) behind Pittsburgh and fifth overall in 
passing (233.5), 

The 49ers ranked first in total offense 
during the 1998 season, and San Francisco 
became the first team since the 1941 
Chicago Bears to lead the league in gross 
passing and rushing yards in the same 
season. They averaged a franchise record 
425.1 yards per game, which was second- 
best in league history. For two straight 
seasons (1998-99), the 49ers ground out 
rushing totals that led the NFL. 

Defensively, Mariucci’s teams also had 
success, especially against the run. Along 
with the top overall ranking in 1997, the 
49ers finished in the top 10 in rushing 
defense four times (1997-98, 2001-02). After 
playing numerous rookies in 2000, the team 
jumped from 29” to 13” in the league the 
next season in total defense. 

The Pro Bowl has been well-represented 
by several players during Mariucci’s time in 
San Francisco. Through 2002, 27 players 
were selected for trips to Hawaii as 
Tepresentatives from Mariucci's teams. From 
1997-02, the 49ers averaged between four 
and five players (4.5) a year in the 
NFL's annual all-star classic. Notable 


in Mariucci’s San Francisco stint was 
that two different players made the Pro 
Bowl at three key offensive positions. 
This includes Garcia and Young at 
quarterback, Hearst and Charlie 
Garner at running back and Owens and Rice 
at wide receiver. 

Both quarterbacks (Young and Garcia) 
earned multiple trips to the Pro Bowl. 
Young's career-high 4.170 passing yards 
and franchise record 36 touchdown passes 
in 1998 occurred in Mariucci’s second 
season. After Young's retirement, Mariucci 
developed Garcia, a free agent and 
Canadian Football League (CFL) project, 
into a three-time Pro Bowler. Garcia was the 
starter in the 2003 Pro Bowl. Garcia set a 
franchise record 4,278 passing yards in 2000 
and became the first passer in 49ers’ history 
with 30-plus touchdown tosses in 
consecutive seasons (32 in ‘00 and 31 in 


Mariucci’s NFL head coaching career was 
faunched in 1997 when he took over the San 
Francisco 49ers. His rookie season was 
among the best all-time. His squad finished 
with a 13-3 record that included an 11-game 
win streak while being without Jerry Rice. 
the NFL's greatest wide receiver, for almost 
all of the year after tearing his ACL in 
Mariucci’s pro head coaching debut. The 11 
consecutive wins set an NFL record for 
longest win streak by a rookie head coach. 
That season, the 49ers claimed the NFC 
West division title and advanced to the NFC 
Championship game. The 49ers’ attack was 
well balanced with the league's top 
ranked defense and second-ranked 
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offense. 

Mariucci delved into the head coaching 
ranks at the Division | college level by 
leading the Bears football program at 
the University of California in 1996. His 
rather young program battled to a 6-5 
record and earned a spot in the Aloha 
Bowl, As he implemented the West Coast 
system, the Bears offense averaged 
457.6 yards per game, including a 
school record for passing yards (321.5 
per game). 

While serving as quarterbacks coach in 
Green Bay from 1992-95, Mariucci 
supervised the evolution of Brett Favre from 
traded back-up quarterback to an NFL 
superstar of success, durability and 
longevity. Favre started his amazing run of 
189 consecutive starts at quarterback in 
1992, which was Mariucci’s first year in 
Green Bay. He coached Favre to three Pro 
Bowl nods (1992-93, '95 seasons) and to 
NFL MVP in 1995. Other quarterbacks 
Mariucci developed during that time included 
Mark Brunell and Ty Detmer. 

Except for a one-year pro coaching shift, 
Mariucci developed as a coach on the 
college level in the 1980s and early 1990s. 
From 1987-91, Mariucci was the offensive 
coordinator (1990-91) and special teams 
coach (1987-89) for the University of 
California. The season prior to his stay in 
Berkeley, Mariucci was at Southern 
California as the wide receivers and special 
teams coach in 1986. The only year during 
the decade of the ‘80s he spent on the pro 
level was 1985 when he worked as wide 
teceivers/tight ends coach for the Orlando 
Renegades (USFL) and quality control 
coach for the Los Angeles Rams in the same 
calendar year. Mariucci was assistant head 
coach (1984) and offensive coordinator 
(1983) at Louisville from 1983-84. and he 
was the quarterbacks coach and special 
teams coordinator at Cal State-Fullerton 
from 1980-82. 

The road to becoming an NFL head coach 
for Mariucci originated at his alma mater, 
Northern Michigan University (located in 
Marquette, Mich.), where he coached 
quarterbacks and running backs for two 
seasons from 1978-79. 

Asa Division II star at Northern Michigan, he 
quarterbacked a program to one of the most 
remarkable improvements in the entire history of 
college football. In 1974, Mariucci saw limited 
time as a freshman as the team struggled to a 0- 
10 record, The following season, Mariucci was 
inserted as the starter al the beginning of the 
year after injuries to four quarterbacks ahead of 
him. Asa first-year starter during his sophomore 
campaign he led an explosive tumaround by 
leading the team to a 13-1 record and claiming 
a Division |! National Championship. Maric: 
claimed All-America honors twice (1976-77), was 
voted team MVP three straight times (1975-77) 
and established 14 school passing records. 

In 1988, Mariucci was honored by the 
university that he led to greatness in the mid- 
1970s when he was inducted into the Northen 
Michigan University Hall of Fame. Seven years

later, he was a 1995 inductee into the Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan Hall of Fame 

Mariucci was well known in Michigan circles 
prior to his return because of his long-time 
friendship with Tom Izzo, Michigan State's head 
basketball coach. Mariucci and Izzo were 
teammates and co-captains in football, 
basketball and track at Iron Mountain High 
School. They were roommates at Northern 
Michigan and were members and captains of 
the football (Mariucci) and basketball (Izzo) 
teams. Each accrued Division II All-America 
honors in their sports during their college 
careers 

In fact, Mariucci and Izzo are co-hosts for the 
IM Classic, a charity golf tournament in Iron 
Mountain, each summer to raise funds for lron 
Mountain H.S. and I.M. (Iron Mountain) 
Charities. 

Other charity events and organizations have 
benefited from Mariucci’s involvement. This 
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past June, Mariucci revived his annual Bocce 
Ball charity, as he hosted the tournament for 
the first time in Michigan. The event, which 
was held at the newly-opened Palazzo de Bocce 
in Lake Orion, included such celebrities as Larry 
Brown, Barry Sanders, Dave Lewis, Bo 
Schembechler, George Perles, Leann 
Tweeden, Tom Izzo and other former Lions. 
While in the Bay Area, he hosted the annual 
charity tournament that included John Madden, 
Danny Glover, Willie Mays, Brandi Chastain 
Johnny Moseley, George Seifert. Peggy 
Fleming and 49ers’ greats 

Mariucci is also a supporter of Boys and Girls 
Club, March of Dimes and Catholic Youth 
Organization (CYO)

Dick Jauron brings 19 years of NFL coaching 
experience to Detroit, including 14 in the 
NFC North (formerly Central) Division. He 
Joins the Lions to coordinate the team’s 
defense after spending the last five seasons 
as the head coach for the Chicago Bears, 
where he was the 2001 Associated Press 
NFL Coach of the Year. That season, he led 
the Bears to a 13-3 record and the first NFC 
Central division championship since 1990. 
Jauron joined George Halas and Mike Ditka 
as the only coaches in franchise history to 
teach 13 wins in a single season, and the 
sixth Bears coach to string a six-game 
winning streak together during a season. 

The 2001 Bears were clutch as they 
accumulated five second-half, come-from- 
behind victories and an 8-0 record in games 
decided by seven points or less. The Bears 
defense ranked first in the NFL in points 
allowed and second in rushing yards 
allowed, 

The Bears’ run in 2001 was established 
by a strong finish to end the 2000 season, 
Playing the leagues’ strongest schedule, 
Jauron's team finished 5-11; however, 
Chicago capped off the 2000 campaign with 
a 4-4 record in the final eight games, Of 
those four victories down the stretch were 
wins against playoff-bound or playoff- 
contending teams (Indianapolis, Tampa Bay 
and Detroit). Jauron also guided the Bears 
toaroad victory at Green Bay for the second 
consecutive year, becoming the first coach 
in Bears history to record consecutive wins 
in his first two games at Green Bay (1999 
and 2000). 

During Jauron’s five seasons in the 
Windy City, the Bears were represented in 
the Pro Bowl each year by a combination of 
eight different players, which included KR 
Jerry Azumah, WR Marty Booker, KR Glyn 
Milburn, C Olin Kreutz (three times), LB Brian 
Urlacher (four times), DT Ted Washington, 
$ Larry Whigham and T James Williams. 

As head coach, Jauron compiled a 
career coaching record of 35-46 (.432). 

Prior to being the head coach in Chicago, 
Jauron served as the defensive coordinator 
for the expansion Jacksonville Jaguars from 


1995-98, helping lead the team to three 
playoff appearances in four years, including 
the AFC Championship game in 1996 and 
the AFC Central division title in 1998. 

From 1986-94, Jauron coached the 
defensive backs for the Green Bay Packers 
under three different head coaches (Forrest 
Gregg, Lindy Infante and Mike Holmgren). 
While in Green Bay, he worked on a 
coaching staff with current Lions Head 
Coach Steve Mariucci and Offensive 
Coordinator Sherman Lewis. Jauron was 
instrumental in the development of Packers 
All-Pro safety LeRoy Butler, who went to four 
Pro Bowls in his career. Jauron's coaching 
career started in 1985 with the Buffalo Bills, 
also as a defensive backs coach, 

Jauron played the first five seasons of 
his NFL career with the Lions after being 
drafted in the fourth round of the 1973 NFL 
Draft by Detroit. He started at free safety as 
a rookie and was a Pro Bowl selection in 
1974 after leading the NFC in punt return 
average (16.8), Jauron has the fifth longest 
interception return (95-yard TD) in Lions’ 
franchise history against Chicago November 
18, 1973 (also had three interceptions for 
167 yards), He played the final three 
seasons of his career with the Cincinnati 
Bengals, and finished with a career tally of 
26 interceptions and two touchdowns 

After retiring from the NFL, Jauron 
worked two years for Nautilus Sports 
Medical Industries before launching his 
coaching career. 

A graduate of Yale University with a 
bachelor’s degree in history, Jauron holds 
several school rushing records, including 
consecutive 100-yard rushing games (16). 
He spent much of his childhood in 
Rensselaer, Ind. where his father was the 
head coach at St. Joseph's College. Athree- 
sport standout at Swampscott High School 
in Boston, Jauron was drafted by the St. 
Louis Cardinals as a shortstop and was 
named one of the top 10 prep athletes of 
the 20° Century in the state of 
Massachusetts by the Boston Globe.

Sherman Lewis was promoted to offensive 
coordinator by Head Coach Steve Mariucci 
on February 17, 2003 due to his vast 
knowledge of the West Coast offense and his 
proven winning track record. Lewis originally 
joined the Lions as the team's special 
assistant-offense in February 2002 after 19 
years of NFL coaching experience with the 
Minnesota Vikings, Green Bay Packers and 
San Francisco 49ers. This season marks 
Lewis’ 22” year coaching in the NFL. 

Before his move to Motown, Lewis spent two 
seasons (2000-01) as the offensive 
coordinator for the Minnesota Vikings. Prior 
to his time in Minnesota, Lewis spent eight 
seasons with the Green Bay Packers as 
offensive coordinator from 1992-99 and nine 
seasons with the 49ers as wide receivers 
coach (1989-91) and running backs coach 
(1983-88). 

In his 21 seasons as an NFL coach, Lewis’ 
teams have made 15 playoff appearances, 
which includes 11 divisional championships, 
five NFC Championships and four Super Bow! 
titles, 

Under Lewis in 2000, the Vikings’ offense 
averaged 24.8 points per game and advanced 
to the NFC Championship game with a 
quarterback (Daunte Culpepper) who had 
never thrown an NFL pass. Culpepper went 
‘onto eam the starting spot on the NFC squad 
in the 2001 Pro Bowl after ranking among the 
league's passing leaders having completed 
297 of 494 passes for 3,937 yards, 33 
touchdowns, a 62.7 completion percentage 
and a 98.0 quarterback rating, Other offensive 
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Pro Bowlers thal year included running back 
Robert Smith, who led the NFC in rushing 
yards with 1,521, wide receivers Randy Moss 
and Cris Carter and center Matt Birk, 

In Lewis’ eight seasons with the Packers, 
the team never had a losing season, made 
the playoffs six times, earned three NFC 
Central division titles, claimed two NFC 
Championships and won Super Bowl XXXI. 
Seven different offensive players made the Pro 
Bowl 15 times during his time with the Packers, 

From 1983-91 Lewis began his learning of 
the West Coast offense under Bill Walsh. As 
Tunning backs coach, Lewis tutored stars such 
as Roger Craig and Tom Rathman (Lions 
running backs coach), and coached Jerry Rice 
and John Taylor as he supervised the 
development of the wide receivers. The 49ers 
won three Super Bowls while Lewis was there. 

Prior to Lewis’ NFL coaching tenure, he 
spent 14 years (1969-82) in various coaching 
capacities at his alma mater Michigan State 
University. He served as assistant head coach! 
defensive coordinator/linebackers from 1980- 
82, defensive backs coach from 1970-79 and 
began his stint with MSU as offensive backs 
coach in 1969. 

Lewis, a two-time All-American halfback at 
Michigan State, was second runner-up for the 
4963 Heisman Trophy (behind Roger 
Staubach, Navy and Billy Lothridge, Georgia 
Tecn), and was named college football's 
Player of the Year by Football News. He was 
the Spartans’ co-captain in 1963, Lewis was 
also a standout track and field performer, as 
wellas a captain of the track team two straight 
years from 1963-64.

Chuck Priefer, a 15-year NFL coaching 
veteran, was retained by Head Coach Steve 
Mariucci and enters his eighth season as the 
Lions’ special teams coach. The club's 
special teams units have been ranked 
among the NFL's best over the past seven 
seasons, with Priefer's inventive schemes 
and sound tutoring in the kicking game 
playing a large role. 

Since the arrival of Priefer in 1997, the 
Lions have seen a noticeable upturn in 
production from both Jason Hanson at kicker 
and '97 off-season acquisition John Jett at 
punter, as well as with its “Hard Core 
coverage units. Hanson has enjoyed seven 
outstanding seasons under Priefer's 
direction, being named to the Pro Bow! 
following both the '97 and ‘99 campaigns, 
He has been over the 100-point barrier in 
five of the past seven seasons and became 
the franchise's all-time leading scorer in 
2002, Last year, Hanson set a Lions’ single- 
season record with the highest field goal 
percentage (.958), as he went 22-of-23 on 
the year. 

Jett enjoyed several of the top years 
of his career under Priefer’s direction, 
culminating with him being named the 
alternate for the 2001 NFC Pro Bowl squad. 
In 2002, Jett ranked second in the NFL with 
a net punting average of 38.0 and ranked 
seventh in the NFL in gross punting average 
with a 42.2 mark, 

Priefer has formulated superb cover units 
during his time in Detroit, Last year, the Lions 
tanked fifth in the league in covering punts 
by allowing just 6,6 yards per return average. 
In 2002, the team's punt coverage unit 
ranked first in the NFL after holding 
opponents to a mere 4,5 average return per 
punt. Kickoff coverage teams have been 
strong as accredited by the Lions leading 
the league in average starting field position 
(kickoff team) in 2000 (25.1) and 2001 (25.3). 
{n. 2002, the Lions’ Kickoff return unit ranked 
third in the NFLin average yards per kickoff 
return after averaging 24.6 yards per kickoff 
return, and the unit ranked second in the 
NFC after accumulating a 31.0 average 
starting point. 


Additionally, Priefer has had a big 
hand in the Lions’ return game being 
established as one of the most potent 
in the NFL, and this has been 
accomplished by utilizing several kick 
returners. In 2003, Detroit was one of 
only four teams to return a kickoff and a 
punt return for touchdowns. Eddie 
Drummond returned a punt 57 yards, 
and Reggie Swinton returned a punt 
(89 yards) and a kickoff return (96 
yards) for touchdowns. In seven years 
in Detroit, four different players have 
gone the distance on kicks, including 
Swinton, Drummond, Desmond Howard 
and Terry Fair. 

{n 2003, Swinton was fourth in the league 
in punt return average (13.8) and sixth in 
the league in kickoff return average (24.1). 
In 2002, with injuries sustained to Howard, 
Drummond took over the kickoff return 
duties. He finished the season with the 
fourth-best average per kickoff return in the 
NFL and ranked the highest among rookies 
with a 26.0 average, Howard enjoyed a 
prolific 2000 campaign, as he earned his first 
career trip to the Pro Bowl and ranked third 
in the NFL averaging 14.7 yards per punt 
return. Howard's 457 punt return yards in 
2000 tied him for the second-highest single- 
season tally in Lions’ history. Among 
Howard's 2000 accomplishments include a 
game-winning 95-yard punt return in the 
Season opener at New Orleans and two of 
his longest career regular season kickoff 
returns (63 and 70 yards) vs, Tampa Bay. 
And during the 2001 season, Howard had a 
career-long 91-yard kickoff return (regular 
season) vs. Cincinnati, He earned an 
alternate spot as the NFC kick returner in 
the 2002 Pro Bowl. Among 1999 return 
highlights was a 91-yard kickoff return by Fair 
and Desmond Howard's 68-yard punt return 
for a touchdown December 5, only hours 
after signing with the club, Fair led the NFL 
in kickoff returns (28.0 avg.) as a rookie in 
1998, becoming the first player since the 
AFLINFL merger in 1970 to record two 
kickoff returns for touchdowns in his first four 
pro games. 

Priefer possesses 27 years of college 
and pro coaching experience on his resume. 
Priefer coached the defensive backfield at 
Georgia Tech from 1987-91 and went on to 
San Diego in 1992. Prior to his tenure at 
Georgia Tech, Priefer spent the 1986 season 
as the defensive coordinator at Kent State. 

While at San Diego, the Chargers’ 
special teams under Priefer also consistently 
tanked among the best in the NFL. In 1995- 
96 San Diego's spacial teams scored eight 
touchdowns, more than any other team in 
the league. The Chargers’ Darrien Gordon 
led the AFC and was second in the NFL with 
@ 14.9-yard punt return average. In 1994, 
return specialist Andre Coleman became the 
first player in Chargers’ history to return two 
kickoffs for touchdowns in a single season, 
and he also returned a kickoff for a score in 
Super Bowl XXIX, He repeated that feat and 
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also returned a punt for a score in 1996. 
He also averaged an AFC-high 11.6 
yards per punt return in 1995. 

In 1996, punter Darren Bennett, 
followed his standout campaign of 1995 
with a record-setting season as he 
averaged a team-record 45.6 yards per 
punt. In 1995, Bennett, a former 
Australian Rules Football player, 
ranked second in the NFL with a 44.7- 
yard average and earned a Pro Bowl 
Spot in his first season of organized 
football. Bennett's Pro Bowl 
appearance was the second 
consecutive by a Priefer student. In 
1994, kicker John Carney led the NFL 
in scoring with 135 points en route to a 
Pro Bowl appearance 

In 1994, the Chargers’ punt return and 
kickoff return teams ranked second and third, 
respectively, in the league, During the 1994 
regular season, San Diego was the only 
team to return two punts and two kickoffs 
for touchdowns. Punt returner Darrien 
Gordon led the AFC and ranked second in 
the NFL with a 13,2-yard average, 

AtGeorgia Tech, Priefer cultivated a pass 
defense that ranked No. 1 in the country for 
several weeks in both the 1988 and 1990 
seasons. Tech's pass defense ranked eighth 
in the country in 1991 and ranked in the top 
15 three times, 

Preceding his tenure at Georgia Tech, 
Priefer spent two seasons (1984-85) as the 
special teams coach for the Green Bay 
Packers, He also assisted with the Packers’ 
linebackers, In 1984 Priefer's kickoff 
coverage team led the NFL by allowing only 
16.0 yards per return and the special teams 
finished with the top average ranking in the 
NFC Central division, 

Priefer began his coaching career at 
Padua Franciscan High School in Parma, 
Ohio as an assistant football, baseball and 
baskethall coach in 1963.

~ Chuck Priefer has solidified the Lions’ 
cover teams among the best in the NFL over 
the past four seasons. Last year, the 
Lions ranked fifth in the league in 
covering punts by allowing just 6.6 
yards per return average. In 2002, the 
team’s punt coverage unit ranked first 
in the NFL after holding opponents to 
a mere 4.5 average return per punt. For 
{wo-straight seasons, the Lions were 
the NFL's best team at pinning 
opponents deep in their own territory 
following kickoffs. The Lions’ kickoff 
coverage team led the league in average 
starting field position in 2000 (25.1) and 2001

In 1998, he guided Terry Fair to a league 
best 28.0 yards per kickoff average. In 2000, 
Desmond Howard's prolific punt and kickoff 
return game earned him a spot in the Pro 
Bowl, In 2002, the returner role was handed 
off to Eddie Drummond as he finished with 
the NFL's fourth-best kickoff return average 
(28.0 yards per return) and highest of 
rookies, and he returned one punt for a 
touchdown (73 yards) during the season. 
Indicative of Drummond's threat as a punt 
returner occurred at Arizona (12/8/02) when 
he retumed a punt 73 yards fora touchdown. 
In 2003, both Drummond (1 PR) and Reggie 
Swinton (1 PR; 1 KOR) scored touchdowns 
on returns,

Kevin Higgins, who originally joined the Lions 
February 7, 2001, was retained by Head 
Coach Steve Mariucci, and 2004 will mark 
Higgins first year as the team's wide receivers 
coach. For the past three seasons. Higgins 
served as quarterbacks coach and tutored the 
team’s highly touted young quarterbacks in 
starter Joey Harrington and backup Mike 
McMahon. 

In his new role, Higgins will oversee the 
development the team's corps of wide 
receivers that includes, Az-Zahir Hakim and 
Charles Rogers, the second overall pickin the 
2003 NFL Draft. 

For the past two seasons, Higgins was a 
vital cog in Harrington's progress at 
quarterback. Last year, he started all 16 
games, and showed major improvement over 
the last nine games of the season. Harrington 
compiled the second highest single-season 
pass completions (309) and attempts (554) in 
team history During the 2002 season, 
Harrington had an extremely productive rookie 
campaign, despite not starting four games. In 
2001, the Lions totaled nine plays of 30 yards 
‘or more through the air, while during the 2002 
season, Harrington accumulated 14 plays for 
30 yards or more through the air. Harrington 
also had the lowest sack per pass attempt 
percentage (eight sacks/429 attempts for 
1.61%) in the NFL. Higgins also helped 
McMahon show signs of promise as he threw 
for 293 yards and three touchdowns in the 
team’s final game of the season, 

\n 2001, Higgins helped the Lions’ 
quarterbacks amass the third-most passing 
yards in the NFL, as the team accumulated 
3,969 yards in the air (248, 1 yds/g), and trailed 
only St. Louis and Indianapolis. Also, QB 
Charlie Batch threw for the NFL's best single- 
game passing tally that season by throwing 
for 436 yards at Anzona Navember 18 

Before arriving in Detroit, he spent the 
previous 13 years al Lehigh University 
including seven seasons as the school's head 
coach (1994-00). Higgins also served as the 
Mountain Hawks’ quarterbacks coach, 

Higgins compiled an overall record of 56- 
25-1 (30-9 in Patriot League play) mark since 
he began directing the program in 1994, and 
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led Lehigh to four Patriot League 
championships (1995, 1998, 1999 and 2000) 
and NCAA Division I-AA post-season berths 
for a three-year span from 1998-00. Twice, in 
1998 and 2000, he led the Mountain Hawks 
to undefeated regular season records and into 
the quarterfinals of the playoffs. His squads 
went 32-1 in regular season games over his 
last three years. 

Higgins was honored as the Patriot League 
Coach of the Year in 1995, 1998 and 2000, 
and was named Regional Coach of the Year 
in 1999. He was a candidate for the Eddie 
Robinson National Coach of the Year award, 
which honors the top coach in Division I-AA, 
in each of his last two seasons, 

In 2000, Higgins helped Lehigh accrue its 
second undefeated regular season (11-0) in 
three years and its third-straight league title. 
The team ended the season 12-1 after being 
defeated by Delaware in the quarterfinals of 
the Division I-AA playoffs. In 1999, Lehigh was. 
10-1 and earned an at-large postseason bid 
after being Co-Patriot League champions and 
ranked 14th nationally, He also was named 
GTE Regional Coach of the Year in '99. The 
previous season, Lehigh completed its first 
undefeated regular season (11-0) under 
Higgins, and defeated third-ranked Richmond 
in the opening round of the playoffs before 
losing to Massachusetts, who went on to win 
the national championship. 

Under Higgins’ tutelage, Lehigh developed 
into one of the premier passing offenses in 
the country, and topped the Patriot League in 
passing offense during five of his last seven 
years.

Greg Olson joins the Lions following a one- 

year stint as the quarterbacks coach for the 

Chicago Bears. Olson takes over a position 

that features Joey Harrington, one of the 

league's young, up-and-coming quarterbacks. 
During his coaching career, he has tutored 
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quarterbacks Jeff Garcia (San Francisco 
49ers), Drew Brees (Purdue) and Jon Kitna 
(Central Washington) and Rex Grossman 
(Chicago Bears), among others. 

Olson served on Lions Head Coach Steve 
Mariucci’s 49ers staff as quarterbacks coach 
in 2001. That season Garcia earned his 
second-straight Pro Bowl selection as he 
completed 62.7 percent of his passes and 
accumulated 3,538 yards and 32 touchdowns. 
The 49ers compiled a 12-4 record that season 
and eamed a playoff spot as an NFC Wild 
Card. Olson left the 49ers after his wife, Lissa, 
was named the head coach for track and field 
program (both men and women) for Purdue. 

‘As quarterbacks coach at Purdue (1997-00), 
Olson played a critical role in the development 
of Brees, one of the most prolific passers in 
history of the school and Big Ten Conference. 
The Boilermakers passing offense was ranked 
inthe top 10 nationally over Olson's last three 
years (seventh in 1998, fourth in 1999 and 
sixth in 2000), and was slotted as 13° in 1997.

When the team moved to Detroit from Portsmouth, Ohio in 1934, the organization settled on the name that 
would be uttered in Detroit and all around the league to this very day. After deciding to be knownas the Lions, 
(staying consistent with the jungle cat image of the city’s baseball team, the Tigers) two Lion cubs were 


given to the team by John Millen of the Detroit Zoo. Their names were °Grid" and “Iron,” They accompanied 
the team to all of their games. The previous Detroit professional football teams were known as the Heralds, 
Panthers and the Wolverines. 
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PRO: The Lions traded a conditional draft pick to Buffalo to acquire 
Gary on August 31, 2003 for depth and experience at the running 
back position following the season-ending injury to James Stewart. 
He had joined the Bills as a free agent signing on April 21, 2003 after 
spending the previous four years of his NFL career with the Broncos. 
Gary was selected by Denver in the fourth round of the 1999 Draft

PAPER LION 


Filming of the George Plimpton book, “Paper Lion,” began in early 1968. Alan Alda starred as Plimpton, 
the Sports Illustrated feature writer who masqueraded as a quarterback with the Lions during training 
camp. The world premier was held Thursday, October 3, 1968, at the Adams Theatre. The film 
introduced Lauren Hutton to the silver screen, and featured actual members of the Detroit Lions, 
including coach Joe Schmidt, Alex Karras, John Gordy, Mike Lucci, Pat Studstill and Roger Brown. 
2003 marked the 40th anniversary of George Plimpton’s visit to Lions’ training camp when he began 
writing the original script for his book. Last year was also the 35th anniversary of the “Paper Lion” 
movie release. 


The Detroit Lions reunited most of ihe cast last year with a “Paper Lion” reunion that was held 
September 20-71. Forty players, including Plimpton and Karras, rekindled friendships thal formed 
during their experience together in the 1960s. The reunion turned out to be the final chapter of Plimpton's 
life as he passed away days later (September 26, 2003) at the age of 76.

PRO: The 12-year veteran, and one of the NFL's most productive 
kickers, is the Lions’ all-time scoring leader with 1,236 points as well 
as the all-time leader in field goals with 284 and extra points with 384, 
He became just the 25” player in NFL history to reach the 1,200-point 
mark in 2003.

He has connected on 241-0f-280 (.861) career field goal attempts 
inside the 50-yard line and ts a remarkable 172-of-180 (.956) from 
inside the 40-yard line for his career, Hanson has proved to be a 
valuable asset to the Lions as the team is 50-32 (.610) in his career 
when he kicks two-or-more field goals in a game, 29-9 (.763) when he 
makes three-or-more. and 14-2 (.875) when he converts four field 
goals in a contest. In addition, Hanson has made 14 game-winning, 
fourth quarter or overtime kicks during his career (eight in regulation; 
six in OT), including two in 2003, The Spokane, Wash., native has 
only missed six extra points in his career (384-0f-390) and has been 
perfect in PAT tries in seven different seasons (1992-93, 1995-96 and 
2000-02). Hanson has been almost flawless at Ford Field since the

PRO: Swinton emerged as the Lions kickoff and punt returner in 2003 
after Eddie Drummond suffered an injury early in the season. The 
Lions claimed Swinton off waivers from Green Bay on October 10 to 
be a return specialist and add depth to the receiving corps. Swinton 
began the 2003 season with the Dallas Cowboys, a team he played 
for in 2001-02, then was traded to Green Bay on September 30 before 
being waived on October 9. After struggling to find a home with six 
teams in pro four leagues, he arrived in Dallas in 2001 and proceeded 
to re-write the Cowboys kick return record books. Swinton established 
team records for kickoff returns, kickoff return yards and combined 
kick return yards (kickoff and punt) to eam All-Pro honors as a rookie, 
then continued his trek in 2002 by moving into third on the Cowboys 
career kickoff return average list (24.0 avg.), behind Mel Renfro (26.4 
avg.) and Herschel Walker (25.3 avg.). His 87 career kickoff returns 
are the third most in club history behind Kevin Williams (144) and 
James Dixon (101) and his 2,089 career kickoff return yards are the 
fourth most in club history, just behind James Dixon (2,315) and Mel 
Renfro (2,246).

SUMMARY 

The Lions (1-0) downed the Arizona Cardinals (0-1) 42-24 in the coaching 
debut of Steve Mariucci in front of 60,691 fans at Ford Field on Sunday. 
Second-year QB Joey Harrington completed a career-high four touchdown 
passes, two of which were to rockie WR Charles Rogers, and Detroit did 
not commit a turnover en route to the victory. The Cardinals would draw 
first blood, however, with QB Jeff Blake connecting with rookie WR Anquan 
Boldin for a seven-yard touchdown with 5:48 left in the first quarter to give 
Arizona a 7-0 lead. The Lions would respond just under four minutes later 
with the first Harrington-to-Ragers connection. a four-yard pass to the 
back of the end zone, to tie it at 7-7. Another Rogers touchdown grab trom 
Harrington, this one for 13 yards, put the Lions on top 14-7 with 11:27 
remaining in the second quarter. Arizona would come back strong, scoring 
‘once in the second and once in the third to jump ahead 21-14. But as he 
is capable of doing, Lions second-year PR Eddie Drummond swung the 
momentum in the Lions favor with an electric 57-yard punt return for 2 
touchdown to tie the game at 21 apiece with 8:21 to go in the third 
quarter, his second punt return for 2 touchdown acainst the Cardinals in 
as many games, Orummond made another huge special teams play shortly 
thereafter, forcing a muffed punt by Boldin which was picked up by Lions 
LB Donté Curry on Arizona's 35, Teaving Detroit in prime scoring position.

Engram 
hauled in a 34-yard touchdown pass from Hasselbeck and then 
returned a punt 83 yards for a touchdown, The Lions would not go 
quiatly as on their ensuing possession, they drove 71 yards on nine 
plays, capped off by Harrington connecting with WR Az-Zahir Hakim 
in the corner of the end zone for a 15-yard touchdown. The drive 
would be costly for the Lions, however, as Anderson was injured 
while blocking and did not return. The teams would go into the locker 
room with Detroit trailing 35-14. Neither team would score in the 
second half, The Lions defense held Seattle in check for the final 30

Alter CB Dré Bly stripped Foster of the ball, Balley scooped it up and 
scampered 62 yards to cut the Panthers lead to 20-14, With the extra 
point after that touchdown, Lions K Jason Hanson moved into a tle for 
lirst place with Eddie Murray tor most extra points in a career (381), 
It would not be enough in the end as the Lions were unable score 
again in the game.

SANDERS’ CAREER HIGHLIGHTS

A BRIEF HISTORY OF THE LIONS 


Detroit welcomed the Lions in 1934, but it was not the area's 
first look at professional football, In 1920, the Detroit Heralds were 
acharter member of the American Professional Football Association, 
which was the original name of the present NFL, but the club folded 
after two years. The Detroit Panthers appeared in 1925, but also 
folded after two seasons, In 1928, the Detroit Wolverines were 
formed, but they failed after just one year, 

In 1930, the then-10-year-old National Football League added a 
franchise from Portsmouth, Ohio, called the Spartans. After four 
seasons, the team was purchased for $7,952.08 by a group headed 
by Detroit radio executive George A. Richards and moved to the 
Motor City. 

Playing in the University of Detroit Stadium before crowds that 
averaged 16,000, the new Detroit Lions won the NFL Championship 
in only thelr second year (1935), Under the leadership of Coach 
“Potsy’ Clark and stars like Hall of Famer “Dutch” Clark, Emie 
Caddel, George Christensen, “Ace” Gutowsky, Glenn Presnell and 
“Ox’ Emerson, the early Lions established pro football in Detroit 

In 1940, Chicagoan Fred Mande! bought the club. Lions’ stars 
of that era included Hall of Famers Bill Dudley and Alex 
peers John Green, Byron "Whizzer" White, Frank Sinkwich 
and “Camp” Wilson. The team was sold eight years later to a group 
of local businessmen under the leadership of Edwin J. Anderson, 
The Detroit syndicate controlled the club until 1964, when William 
Clay Ford became sole owner for a price of $4.5 million 

The Lions dominated the NFL in the 1950s with four division 
titles and three league championships, Under head coach Buddy 
Parker, the team won back-to-back world crowns in 1952-53, 
defeating Cleveland on both occasions, Stars of those powerful 
teams were Hall of Famers Bobby Layne, Jack Christiansen, Doak 
Walker and Lou Creekmur, as well as Les Bingaman, Cloyce Box, 
Leon Hart and Bob Hoernschemeyer, The Detroit-Cleveland battles 
of the era were classic confrontations between two giants of the 
blossoming NFL. 

Since thelr last title in 1957 under the coaching of George Wilson, 
the Lions have continued searching for the league's top spot. Such 
performers as Joe Schmidt, Yale Lary, Dick "Night Train’ Lane, John 
Henry Johnson and Lem Barney have been elected to the Hall of 
Fame, And outstanding players such as Wayne Walker, Mike Lucci 
Nick Pietrosante, Roger Brown, Terry Barr, Me! Farr, Charlie Sanders, 
Dexter Bussey, Billy Sims and Doug English have taken their places 
in the annals of pro football in Detroit, 

In 1967, Schmidt began the first of six seasons as head coach 
of the Lions, His 1970 team made the playoffs, (first postseason trip 
since '57) but lost in the first round to Dallas by the baseball-like 
score of 5-0, 

Prior to the 1975 season, the Lions moved into a new, domed 
stadium in Pontiac, Michigan, a suburb located 30 miles north of 
Detroit. The Silverdome was at one lime the world’s largest air- 
supported domed structure and seated over 80,000 spectators under 
a fiberglass roof. 

Monte Clark took control of all football operations as head coach 
in 1978, Under Clark's direction, the Lions narrowly missed playoff 
berths in 1980-81, before qualifying in 1982 — the Lions’ first playoff 
appearance since 1970, Detroit captured the NFC Central Division 
crown in 1983, but stumbled in the first round of the playoffs with a 
24-23 loss at San Francisco. 

Darryl Rogers took over for Clark in 1985 but was replaced on 
an interim basis by his defensive coordinator, Wayne Fontes. in 
November 1988, after Rogers’ teams had posted a combined 18-40 
record. Fontes officially was named the 17th head coach of the 
Detroit Lions on December 22, 1988. 

The Lions “Restored the Roar’ in 1991, winning a franchise- 
record 12 regular season games. Riding a tide of emotion after quard 
Mike Utley's paralyzing neck injury, Detroit defeated Dallas, 38-6, in 
the Lions’ first Silverdome playoff contest. The victory gave the Lions 
a berth in the NFC Championship Game, where Detroit fell to the 
eventual Super Bow! Champion Washington Redskins. 


The Lions finished 10-6 in 1993 en route to capturing the NFC 
Central Division title, and earned a Wild Card playoff bid in 1994. 
The 1995 Lions featured the NFL's top-rated offense and won their 
final seven games to eam a third straight playoff berth. Herman 
Moore set an NFL record with 123 catches, and he and Brett 
Perriman became the first teammates to each total over 100 catches 
in the same season. The receiver tandem also set the NFL record 
for most receiving yards in a season, Quarterback Scott Mitchell set 
team passing records for yards (4,338), completions (346) and 
touchdowns (32) 

In 1996, running back Barry Sanders captured his third NFL 
fushing title with a dramatic 175-yard outburst on the final Monday 
night of the season in San Francisco. The Lions, however, finished 
a disappointing 5-11 in '96, and following the season Fontes was 
replaced as head coach by former San Diego Chargers’ head coach, 
Bobby Ross. Fontes, who was the head coach for more than eight 
full seasons, finished his career as the team’s all-time leader among 
head coaches in both wins (67) and games coached (138). 

Ross was named the 19th head coach in team history January 
13, 1997, and led the club back to the playoffs in his inaugural year 
at the helm with a 9-7 record. That season, Sanders continued his 
storybook career by becoming only the third player in league history 
to record 2,000 yards rushing in @ single-season (2,053) and he 
reeled off an NFL record 14 consecutive 100-yard outings to finish 
the season 

The Lions closed out the 1990s reaching the playoffs for sixth 
time in the 10-year span, which is a franchise record for playa 
appearances during a decade. Detroit's playoff berth in 1999 marked 
the second time in Ross’ first three years as head coach that he led 
the Lions into the postseason. The last Lions’ head coach to 
accomplish that feat was Buddy Parker in 1952-53 during his second 
and third seasons at the helm 

After playing nine games into the 2000 season and compiling a 
5-4 record, Ross abruptly resigned as head coach November 6 and 
was immediately replaced by Gary Moeller. Moeller guided the team 
toa 4-3 record over the last seven games, bul narrowly missed the 
playoffs with a loss to the Chicago Bears in the season finale 
Following the season, William Clay Ford named Matt Millen president 
and CEO, and he assumed control over team operations. On January 
25, 2001 Gary Moeller was replaced as head coach by former San 
Francisco 49ers offensive coordinator Marty Mornhinweg, 

On April 1, 2002, Detroit relocated the team’s day-to-day 
operations into the new $36 million Headquarters and Training 
Facility in Allen Park. The new complex features outdoor and indoor 
practice fields, spacicus training and meeting rooms and even the 
team’s own broadcast studio, 

A new era in Lions’ history dawned as Ford Field, the team's 
$500 million downtown Detroit stadium, opened its doors in August 
2002, The 65,000-seat stadium sparkled as its retro and innovative 
features glistened in the national spotlight as the premiere sports 
and entertainment complex. The Lions played the first game al Ford 
Field August 24, 2002 in @ preseason till against the Pittsburgh 
Steelers The inaugural regular season game was played between 
the Lions and the Green Bay Packers September 22, 2002. 

In January 2003, Mornhinweg, after going 5-27 over two seasons, 
was fired, and former San Francisco 49ers Head Coach Steve 
Mariucci was tabbed the new Lions’ head coach February 4 

For the first time since the Lions placed the Leaping Lion logo 
on the players helmets in 1961, Detroit announced April 23, 2003 a 
major addition to the team’s uniform. The Lions’ classic uniform now 
features black trim on the logo, jerseys and pants, along with black 
shoes and black facemasks.

Lions play first NFL game, beat New York Giants 9-0 at University of Detroit Stadium before 12,000. 

Lions suffer first defeat, 3-0 to Green Bay, after winning 10 straight games, including seven consecutive shutouts: 
Lions play first of traditional Thanksgiving Day home games, losing to the Bears, 19-16, before 26,000, 

Lions defeat New York Giants, 26-7, for first Championship,

Lions win first championship since 1935 with a 17-7 victory over the Browns in Cleveland before 50,934 

Detroit wins second straight championship with a 17-16 decision over Cleveland in Detroit before 54,577. 

Parker resigns suddenly as head coach and assistant coach George Wilson succeeds him the next day. 

Detroit claims fourth Championship on 59-14 victory over Cleveland before 55,263 in Detroit. 

William Clay Ford elected president of Lions. 

Former Lions’ great Earl “Dutch” Clark becomes a charter member of the new Professional Football Hall of Fame.

HISTORY 


LIONS THANKSGIVING DAY TRADITION 


Dating to 1934, the Detroit Lions have been a proud part of the 
American celebration of Thanksgiving. G.A. Richards, the first owner 
of the Detroit Lions, was behind the Lions’ inaugural Thanksgiving 
game in 1934. Richards had purchased the team in 1934 and moved 
the Lions from Portsmouth, Ohio, to the Motor City. The Lions were 
the new kids in town and had taken a backseat to the baseball Tigers. 
Despite the fact that the Lions had lost just one game prior to the 
Thanksgiving Day game in 1934, the largest crowd that season had 
been just 15,000. 

The opponent for the Lions’ first Thanksgiving Day game 
November 29, 1934 was the undefeated, defending World Champion 
Chicago Bears of George Halas and the rising star of that era, 
fullback Bronko Nagurski. The game would determine the champion 
of the Western Division. Richards had convinced the NBC Radio 
Network to carry the game coast-to-coast (94 stations), and 
additionally, an estimated 26,000 fans jammed into University of 
Detroit Stadium while thousands of disappointed fans were turned 
away, 

The Bears won the inaugural game, 19-16, and a classic was 
born. Since 1934, the Lions have played 64 Thanksgiving Day games 
with Detroit leading the series 33-29-2. A total of 3,553,216 fans 
have witnessed Detroit's 64 Thanksgiving games, including 
1,042,328 fans (74,452 average) since 1990, which includes 11 
sellouts. The Lions Thanksgiving Day classic has been sold out in

Kansas City to move back into the first round in order to choose running back Kevin Jones out of Virgina Tech. These two moves, 
along with the overall choices the Lions made draft weekend, gave them top honors among most national media outlets rating the 
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1934-1947: The first uniform 
donned by the Detroit Lions 
included a blue jersey with 
gleaming silver numerals, silver 
pants and a silver helmet. The 
shoes were black. The shade of 
blue used for the jersey became 
known as ‘Honolulu’ blue. 


1948: Alvin ‘Bo’ McMillin joined 
the Lions after having success as 
a college coach at Indiana 
University. Soon after his arrival, 
MeNillin changed the colors of 
the Lions’ uniforms with the new 
colors resembling those of his Hoosier teams.The organization 
fetained Honolulu blue and silver as their official colors. The 
jersey was scarlet with white numbers and the pants were white 
with a thin black stripe between two thin scarlet stripes. The 
helmets were black. All the players 

wore leather helmets that season due to the 

league's ban on plastic helmets. 

‘The team had a second, all-black 
uniform, which would be worn only for 
certain important games that McMillin 
particularly wished to win.’ The jersey 
was black with white numbers and the 
pants were black with a thin scarlet 
stripe between two thin white stripes. 

The two uniform sets ended up 
being worn in four different combi - 
nations (scarlet/white; black/black; 
scarlet/black; black/white). 


1949: The Lions returned to wearing 
their Honolulu blue and silver uniforms 
at home but continued to wear combinations of the 
scarlet and white uniforms and the all-black uniforms 
on the road. The team changed the color of their helmet to 
blue and some players went back to wearing plastic helmets 
after the NFL lifted the ban on plastic headgear from the 
previous season. 


1950-55: After wearing five 
different combinations of scarlet, 
white, black, silver and Honolulu 
blue in the previous two 
seasons, the Lions went back to 
wearing the traditional Honolulu 
blue and silver uniforms at home 
and on the road. For most of the 
1950 season the team wore blue 
helmets but went back to 
wearing silver helmets for the 


1951 season. During the early 50’s, the NFL did not allow 
the Lions to wear silver helmets for night games because of 
their resemblance to the white ball under the night lights. 
They spray-painted their helmets blue for night games. 
Also, in 1951, the Lions wore the Detroit 250" Anniversary 
patch on their left sleeve. The patch was also worn by the 
Red Wings and Tigers. 


UNIFORM HISTORY 


1956: This was the first 
season that the Lions added 
their uniform numbers to the 
arm sleeves. Some players, 

like Lions Hall of Fame LT 
Lou Creekmur, were 
unhappy with the change — 
claiming that it made it 
harder to get away with 
holding. 


1957-60:The Lions began 

wearing separate colored 
uniforms on the road on a permanent basis in 1957. The 
jersey was white with three blue stripes, one thick between 
two thin stripes, on the sleeves. The numbers were blue 
and the helmet and pants remained silver. 

They wore a white jersey on at least one other occasion 
in a previous season. On October 24, 1954, the Lions 
wore a similar white uniform in a game at San Francisco 
which they lost, 37-31, to the 49ers. 


1961-67: In 1961, William Clay Ford's first season as the 
team's president, there were some significant uniform 

changes. The helmet remained silver with a grey facemask 
but now had the leaping-lion logo as well

For the second half of the 1971 season, the Lions 
wore a black band, which was sewn over the thick stripe 
on the left sleeve on their home and away jerseys, in 
honor of wide receiver Chuck Hughes. Hughes died of a 
heart attack with 62 seconds remaining in the fourth 
quarter against the Chicago Bears on October 24, 1971. 


1972: The Honolulu blue home jersey had white trim on 
the silver numerals and the white jersey’s had silver trim 
on blue numerals for the first time in 1972. It was also the 
first year that there was a white, vertical stripe between the 
two blue stripes on the pants.

From building a team on the field to building houses in Detroit 
for low-income families, the Detroit Lions and Detroit Lions 
Charities, the football organization's philanthropic 
foundation, are committed to the fans and communities 
throughout the state of Michigan. 

In March, Detroit Lions Charities (DLC) awarded 98 grants 
totaling a record $400,089.39 to non-profit agencies 
throughout Michigan. This year's contributions bring DLC 
to nearly $2.75 million in total donations in its 14-year history. 

Detroit Lions Charities was established in 1990 to 
assist all age groups in a diverse range of needs and 
programs in Michigan, with an emphasis on programs 
that benefit children and youth of Detroit. 

“We strive to be good corporate citizens through the many 
programs supported by Detroit Lions Charities as well as by 
the individual efforts of the players, coaches and staff of the 
Lions and Ford Field,” said Lions’ Vice Chairman William 
Clay Ford, Jr. “Detroit Lions Charities continues to grow 
because of the efforts of these people and the continued 
support we receive from corporate sponsors and our fans.” 

For the sixth consecutive year, a grant will sponsor the 
Detroit Lions PAL Football League. The league is operated 
by the Detroit Police Athletic League (PAL) and involves over 
3,000 youngsters, ages eight through 14, playing in one of 
the nation’s largest tackle football leagues. The PAL season 
will conclude with its annual championships, which are 
hosted by the Lions at Ford Field in November. 

Another major commitment to Detroit was made through 
grants to the Detroit Lions Academy. The Academy has a 
student body of 130 sixth, seventh and eighth grade Detroit 
children who have had difficulties in traditional school 
settings. The Academy is a cooperative effort between the 
Lions, Costco Wholesale, Detroit Public Schools and 
Communities in Schools of Detroit in association with several 
corporate sponsors including Ford Motor Company, The Dow 
Chemical Company, and Pepsi. 

A partnership with Pepsi has provided two additional 
grants to PAL and the Detroit Lions Academy. These grants 
will support the PAL tutorial program and a career lab at the 
academy. 

In a project that began in 2003 and saw its completion in 
early 2004, the Lions and Pepsi partnered to build a house 
for a Detroit family through Habitat for Humanity. The family 
moved into their new home in February in the Tri-Centennial 
Village development in western Detroit. 

DLC assists several of the Lions’ current and former 
players with grants to support their community efforts. Among 
them are grants to the Holmes for Families Foundation 
through which linebacker Earl Holmes helps families having 
difficulties finding suitable and affordable housing; the 
Robert and Kimberly Porcher Cancer Research/Relief Fund 
generously donates to the U of M Cancer Research Center; 
a donation also goes to former Lion Ernie Clark whose Life 
Long Fitness programs provide Detroit senior citizens ways 
of staying fit and improving the quality of their lives. Other 
grants support community outreaches from other current and 
former Lions including Carl Bland, Joey Harrington, Ron 
Rice, and Bob and Scott Kowalkowski. 

Several agencies in west Michigan are assisted by DLC 
through proceeds of the Grand Rapids Luncheon hosted 
by the Downtown Rotary Club and WXMI Fox 17. Among 
those agencies is the YMCA of Greater Grand Rapids, which 
will use its grant to conduct its “Swim Safe* program to teach 
inner-city children to swim. 

The Lions’ High School Football Coach of the Week 
program benefited 10 Michigan prep football programs from 
Bay City to Muskegon and from Livonia to Negaunee. Three 
Rivers’ coach Scot Shaw earned this year's Coach of the 
Year award after his team captured the Division 4 state title.

Another DLC grant, in partnership with Ford Motor 
Company, helped to refurbish the Allen Park High School 
football field. 

Grants were awarded this year, as well, through a 
cooperative effort between Detroit Lions Charities and NFL 
Charities. They combined to support the William Clay Ford 
Community Quarterback Award. A total of $20,000 in grants 
was awarded to nine organizations in the name of the Lions’ 
owner to salute outstanding community volunteers. The 
overall award winner was the Loaves and Fishes Food Bank 
in Kalamazoo and its outstanding volunteer Mike Blakely, an 
83-year-old whose garden annually provides 33,000 
pounds of vegetables to the food bank. 

DLC raises funds from several sources. Major support 
comes from corporate sponsors as well as funds raised 
through auctions of Lions’ memorabilia and game-worn items 
‘on eBay. 

Other fundraisers include the Lions' Kickoff Luncheon, 
Lions’ Grand Rapids Luncheon, Detroit Lions Invitational

Five years after its release, the book became 
a hit movie starring Alan Alda and Lauren Hulton as well as 
featured several Lions. The 40" anniversary celebration of 
Plimpton's trials and tribulations in Lions’ camp reunited 
several of the Paper Lions, including Alex Karras, Roger 
Brown, Gail Cogdill, Pat Studstill, Milt Plum, Earl Morrall, John 
Gordy, Joe Schmidt and Lem Barney. 

They came from across the country to rekindle friendships 
and share laughter in what turned out to be Plimpton’s final 
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opportunity to reminisce with his former teammates. Plimpton 
passed away unexpectedly days later (September 25, 2003) 
at the age of 76. 


DETROIT LIONS ACADEMY 

The Detroit —_Lions 
Academy is a collaborative 
effort between Detroit Public 
Schools, Communities in 
Schools of Detroit, the Detroit 
Lions and corporate 
sponsors including Costco 
Wholesale, Dow Chemical 
Company and Ford Motor 
Company. The Academy is an 
alternative school for 
students who have not been 
successful in traditional middle school settings. Students 
accepted into the Academy must have demonstrated prior 


academic or behavioral problems. At the grand opening, 
Dow Chemical announced a $120,000 commitment to the 
school for its science classroom. Ford Motor Company 
presented a check for $85,000 to sponsor the Academy's 
Media Resource Center and the paving of the school’s 
parking lot and basketball court. Previously, Costco 
Wholesale and the Lions each made commitments for 
$50,000 a year for the next three years. In 2003, Lions head 
coach Steve Mariucci made a $10,000 donation to the 
academy for a book club. The school first opened its doors 
in Fall 2001 with approximately 60 middle school students 
and has expanded to 130 students in the fall of 2003. The 
Lions continue their involvement with the Academy 
throughout the year through player and staff appearances. 


PAL YOUTH FOOTBALL 

The Detroit Lions sponsor Detroit PAL youth football and 
host the football championships at Ford Field. The league, 
officially called the Detroit Lions PAL Football League 
features 60 teams made up of more than 3,000 youngsters. 
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making Detroit PAL among the largest police athletic leagues 
for tackle football in the nation. Founded in 1970, Detroit 
PAL serves 10,000 youth ages six-to-18 with 15 sports 
programs, seven tutorial sites, and two multi-purpose activity 
centers, The Lions not only provide financial backing for the 
feague, but also have players participate in the development 
of the youngsters. In 2003, Lions' defensive end James Hall 
was the teams’ PAL spokesman and presented the West Side 
Cubs with a $5,000 donation to PAL Football. The Lions 
also hosted a PAL mini-camp clinic at Ford Field at which 
youth received instruction in many aspects of the game from 
Lions’ alumni and staff. 


LIONS HIGH SCHOOL COACH OF THE WEEK 

For the seventh consecutive season, the Detroit Lions 
and Detroit Lions Charities, in association with the NFL, 
presented the Detroit Lions High School Coach of the Week 
Program. The winning coaches were honored at the Lions’ 
game against the St. Louis Rams on December 28, 2003 
Each week throughout the 2003 regular season, one 
Michigan high school coach that best developed his players’ 
character, discipline, and football skills was recognized for 
his commitment to the team, school and community. Each 
winning coach throughout the regu'ar season received a 
$1,000 donation to his school's football program and the 
Coach of the Year received $3,000. The winners were 
selected by a panel of three sportswriters - Mick McCabe of 
the Detroit Free Press, Jane Bos of the Grand Rapids Press 
and Hugh Bernreuter of the Saginaw News. In addition to 
the monetary award, all winners received a framed certificate 
signed by Lions’ Head Coach Steve Mariucci, Commissioner 
Paul Tagliabue, as well as former Detroit Lion and current 
NFL Director of Football Development, Gene Washington 
They also received a personalized NFL football and a Coach 
of the Week hat and were honored at a brunch held at the 
Dearborn Inn prior to the December 28 game.

HABITAT FOR HUMANITY 


The Detroit Lions and Pepsi Bottling Group partnered 
with Habitat for Humanity-Detroit in 2003 to build a Habitat 


for Humanity home for a family in need. On May 6, 2003 Lions’ 
Head Coach Steve Mariucci, President and CEO Matt Millen, 
mascot Roary and several players took part in a special wall- 
faising ceremony to begin the building of the house in Detroit. 
Volunteers used their time and talent to construct the three- 
bedroom, 1,050 square-foot home for Crystal Heard, her 
son Bernard and daughter Candice. 

On December 16, 2003 a special house dedication 
ceremony was held to celebrate the completion of the house, 
which was the newest house in Tri-Centennial Village, a 
16-block neighborhood revitalization effort located in Core 
City Neighborhood on Detroit's near west side. Lions’

THIS & THAT 


On November 16, 1999, a new era 
in Detroit Lions’ history began when 
the team officially launched the 
construction of its new downtown Detroit 
stadium, Ford Field. In 2002, the Lions 
and the city of Detroit unveiled one of 


the most impressive sports and 
entertainment venues ever built. 
The Lions’ new home is an 


incomparable 65,000-seat facility that 
includes a giant glass wall, revealing 
the picturesque Detroit skyline, and the 
old Hudson's Warehouse, originally 
built in 1920. The massive project 
encompasses a total of 1.85 million 
square feet of development. 

The old Hudson's Warehouse, a major 
cornerstone of Ford Field, houses most 
of the stadium luxury seats, pressbox, 
restaurants, food courts, lounge areas, 
banquet facilities, entertainment 
venues and commercial space. The 
inclusion of the warehouse into the 
stadium project allows the sightlines at 
Ford Field to be among the very best in 
the NFL. In fact, even the locker room 
facilities have been built in the 
basement of the seven-story historic 
Detroit structure 

Detroit played its first home 
preseason game at Ford Field 
Saturday, August 24, 2002 against the 
Pittsburgh Steelers. Almost one month 
later, the Lions celebrated the 
inaugural regular season game at Ford 
Field Sunday, September 22 when they 
played host to their long-time divisional 
rival, the Green Bay Packers. The 2002 
home opener marked the return of the 
Lions to downtown Detroit for the first 
time since 1974. 

The first major non-football event 
scheduled for the new stadium was 
Impact at Ford Field, a fund-raising 
event on September 5 for The 
Children's Center. Founded in 1929, 
The Children's Center provides 28 
interrelated programs to approximately 
7,000 children and families in Detroit. 
Following this grand opening event 
and the Lions’ first regular season 
game, Ford Field's first concert was that 
October headlined by the rock-and-roll 
legends, the Rolling Stones 

Prior to opening in 2002, Ford Field 
captured the attentive eye of NFL 
owners. Ford Field was selected 
unanimously November 1, 2000 by NFL 
ownership to be the host site of Super 
Bowl XL to be played February 5, 2006 
It will mark the first Super Bowl in the 
Detroit Metro area since the Pontiac 
Silverdome was the site for Super Bowl 
XVI, played January 24, 1982. 

Ford Field is a construction 
phenomenon on multiple fronts, and it 
is the crowning jewel of new stadiums 
in the NFL and Detroit's downtown 
entertainment district.

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LIONS HEADQUARTERS AND TRAINING FACILITY 


The Ford family not only made a commitment to bring 
the pride of the Detroit Lions back into downtown Detroit 
with the construction of Ford Field. but they also decided 
that the new training and practice facility would be rivaled 
by no other team in the National Football League. 

The Lions’ $36 million Headquarters and Training 
Facility is built on a 22.7-acre parcel and is located just 
west of Detroit on the border of Allen Park and Dearborn 
In fact, the new facility is just down the street from Ford 
Motor Company’s World Headquarters.

MEDIA ACCESS AND INTERVIEW REQUESTS 
All interview requests for players, coaches, executives and 
staff should be directed to the Lions Media Relations

Head Coach: Head Coach Steve Mariucci will be available 
for interviews immediately following practice sessions During 
training camp, Coach Mariucci’s post-practice media 
Sessions will generally occur following the morning practice 
session, Following select practices, there will be a 
designated media interview area equipped with a sound 
distribution system that the media is encouraged to use.

No portions of practice should be reported unless 
commented on by the head coach 
Lions’ team practice sessions (mini-camp, training camp. 
and regular season) will be open to the media, including 
reporters, photographers and camerapersons. Practice 
sessions during the regular season will be open to local- 
media only. 
> Outdoor Practices: Members of the media covering 
practice outdoors should enter the practice area using 
the fire lane on the south side of the facility. Media 
observing practice should remain on or behind the track 
Surrounding the practice fields. Tripods may not be used 
at any time during outdoor practice sessions. 
Indoor Practices: Members of the media view indoor 
practice sessions from the second level balcony. Media 
will be escorted to and from the viewing area by a member 
of the Lions Media Relations department. Since members 
of the media must be escorted to the viewing area, 
covering practice beginning at the starting time is 
the best way to insure complete access to practice. 
Media will be escorted to field level for post-practice 
interviews at the end of the practice sessions. Tripods

GAME CREDENTIALS 


DETROIT LIONS 2004 


Many members of the media who are assigned to cover all 
Lions games (preseason and regular reason) will be issued 
a season credential with photo identification. If a member of 
the media is assigned a season-long, laminated credential 
without a photo identification, then government-issued photo 
identification must be shown to enter Ford Field. If a member 
of the media is issued a game pass (paper), this must be 
picked up at Will Call (located at Gate G off St. Antoine Street) 
the day of the game. Government-issued photo 
identification, along with business identification, must be 
show to receive credential. 


LIONS MEDIA WING 

All members of the media covering the Lions at the 
Headquarters and Training Facility are welcome to use the 
work area designated for the media. In the Media Workroom 
(Room 111), there are workstations set aside for the Detroit 
Free Press, Detroit News, Booth Newspapers, Oakland Press, 
Associated Press and Lions Radio Network. All other stations 
within the workroom are available on a first-come, first-serve 
basis and are equipped with pool phones. 

The Radio Room (Room 108) is outfitted for WXYT, WWJ, 
WJR and WDFN. There is an additional workstation for 
remote broadcasts. Use of this workstation must be scheduled 
through the Lions Media Relations department. Local radio 
stations needing to host remote shows at the practice facility 
must contact the Lions Media Relations Department to 
schedule locations in auxiliary interview rooms. 


PRESS CONFERENCES 

Lions’ press conferences are held in the Lions Broadcast 
Studio (Room 200) located on the second floor of the 
Headquarters and Training Facility, Use staircase closest to 
Media Work Room to access the Broadcast Studio. A sound 
distribution system is available for electronic news outlets. 
Members of the print media are also encourage to use the 
sound distribution system for a high-quality recording of the 
press conference. For electronic news outlets taking a press 
conference ‘live’, please coordinate with Lions Director of 
Broadcasting & New Media Bryan Bender. 


CONFERENCE CALLS 

Weekly conference calls and other media conference calls 
take place in the Lions Library (Room 113) located in the 
Lions Media Wing. Typically, weekly conference calls take 
place around Noon each week, Weekly conference call times 
are available through a member of the Lions Media Relations 
department. 


TRANSCRIPTS 

Transcripts of all Lions press conferences, conference calls 
and most general interview sessions (Head Coach Steve 
Mariucci and select players) are transcribed. Transcripts are 
distributed to the media filing reports from the practice facility, 
e-mailed to the Lions Media Distribution list, and posted on 
Media. Detroitlions.com. 


PRESS INFORMATION 

All Lions press releases are distributed via e-mail and posted 
on Media.Detroitlions.com. Most general press releases are 
also posted on Detroitlions.com, To receive team press 
releases, submit request to a member of the Lions Media 
Relations staff.

Television and radio stations needing to produce “live 
shots” should coordinate their broadcasts through the Lions 
Media Relations department. Technical questions regarding 
hook-ups should be directed to Bryan Bender. 


TRAVELING DIRECTIONS: 

Lions Headquarters and Training Facility: The Lions 
training facility is located at the Southeast corner of Southfield 
Freeway (M-39) and Rotunda Drive. Media driving from 
downtown Detroit should follow |-94 West to Rotunda Drive 
Exit. Turn left at the top of the ramp onto Rotunda Drive. 
Follow Rotunda Drive to Republic Drive, which is the first 
intersection East of Southfield Freeway. Turn left onto 
Republic Drive and turn right into first drive on the right into 
the Detroit Lions Headquarters and Training Facility. Turn 
left into the visitor's parking lot.
